taught to those who would be preachers, 
and implications as well for the shape of 
the community life, including the wor- 
ship life, of seminaries. 

Preaching Jesus is valuable both for 
its critique of much contemporary 
homiletical technique and for its chris- 
tocentric and ecclesiocentric alternative 
to preaching as storytelling. The book’s 
early chapters (on Frei’s theology) are 
carefully written, and they are clearer 
than Frei’s own work, but even so, it is 
probably optimistic to call them “acces- 
sible,” as one book cover comment does. 
It would be unfortunate if readers, 
bogged down in the details of Frei’s theo- 
logical development, gave up on the 
book before reaching Parts Two or 
Three. I think it would work to skip 
around in this book. Just don’t skip it 
altogether.
